"Battle," by the way, is rather a mis- 
leading word in the present instance, 
for when three hundred mei^,^ can^t 
like tats in a trap, with their x«ti«at in* 
terpepted, and they are surrounded and 
shot dowh at leisure, witii barbaroos 
cruelty, no quarter being shown, no 
prisoners taken and eveiy living sonl 
put to^ death, 
"bntcheiy" seems to be 
the proper characterisation of the hor- 
ror. 


That was the scene witnessed yester- 
day, at the littie seaport town of (}rand 
Seleine, about twenfy-flve miles i ^ m 
here, where a detachment iA Legitime's 
army was completely annihilated. 
It 
was about half past 7 in the morning of 
the 24th—four days ago—when the dis- 
tant booming of heavy guns was heard 
to the northward. 
General Mon^int, 
General Hippolyte's secretary of war 
and navy, was in command at St. Marie^ 
Hé had only 300 troops at hand, but 
there was a general call to arms, and 
every man in the town capable of bear- 
ing arms was required to drop into line. 


In scarcely more than an hour the 
army was in motion. With the civilian 
•voltmteers it numbered about SCO. 
The 
troops set out at once for Grand Seleine; 
expecting to join forces with about two 
hundred troops which were known to be 
at Goneives, and some two hundred 
more scattered at interior points. The 
troops arrived at Grand Seleine on the 
following morning. 


They advanced cautiously and camped 
under the shelter of atrt^ical forest. 
The soldiers from St Marie had met 
those from Goneives and the interior. 
Meantime the bombardment had ctmtin- 
ued from the gunboats in the harbor and 
the whole town had been completely de- 
stroyed and laid in ruins. 


About 900 soldiers had been sent 
ashweto hold possession 
the town 
after the shells of the gunboats had re- 
duced it to ashes. 
of the inhabi- 
tants of the town had been killed and 
wounded in the attack, but most of the 
people had fled to the woods when the 
bombardment began. After having put 
the troops ashore the 
naval vessels 
steamed away fnnn Ghsnd Seleines, 
thus leaving the landing parly without 
means of retreat, and entirely depend- 
ent upon their own resources to hold the 
town. 
Hippolyte's men quietly sur- 
rounded the town, still remaining con- 
cealed until the invaders should feel 
comparatively secure at the apparent 
absence of any foe. 


Then the soldiers of the north poured 
into Grand Seleines from all sides. 
No 
quarter was shown. 
The Li^timists 
scattered and fled, but they woe pur- 
sued and shot down like rats. 
Not one 
was spared. Nothing was left to mark 
the site of the little town but smoulder- 
ing ruins and heaps of dead and dying. 


Meantime the men of war had pro- 
ceeded to Goneives. They shelled the 
town, but did not do very much dam- 
age. They arrived off St. Marie on the 
morning of the 26th. At 11 a. m. the 
Touissaint L'Ouverture opened fire on 
the town. The British steamer Harold 
was in the harbor, and several f(»«ign- 
ers, the consuls and some women and 
children sought refuge on board 
under the protection of the British ttig. 


Many buildings were destn^ed, two 
men were killed, and a dpsen ««n, 
women and children were 
mortally 
wounded, and many others were more or 
less injured. Toward ni|^tfall the gun- 
boats withdrew.

TRVi»'rM AND COIIBItlATlONK 
DOOmCD. 


The Indiana senate took a very im- 
portant step when it passed Senator 
Barrett's measure against tnuts and com- 
bines, that seek alone to levy exorbitant 
prices on the people for their goods, 
preventing and avoiding the competition 
tiiat is always the life of trade and Uie 
sole agency through which the laborer 
can enjoy his rights. 


The bUl provides that all trusts, pools, 
contracts, arrangements or combina- 
tions now existing or heinafter made 
between persons or corporations, or be- 
tween any person or persons and one or 
more corporations, made with a view, or 
which tend to prevent full and free com- 
petition in the production, manafaoture 
or sale of any article of dom«8tio growth, 
production or manufacture, CH- in the 
importation, transportation or sale of 
any article grown^ produced or manu- 
factured in any other state or country, 
or which are designed to tend to fix, 
regulate, limit or reduce the prodnotion, 
manufacture or sale, or to fix, regulate, 
increase or reduce the price of any ar- 
ticle of growth, prodooticm or mana- 
faoture, or w h i ^ are deiij^wd or tend 
in any way to create a monopoly, are 
declared to be ooiwpinunes to dfibrnd, 
to be unlawful, agunst public poli<7 
and void. 


The bill then provides that such per- 
sons entering into, or omtinning in, 
such trust, pool, etc., eMher on his own 
aoooant, or as agent or «ttorney for an- 
other, or a« im oflloe agent, or stock- 
holder of any c9rpor«ti<m, shall be 
guilty of a ooogjpiniay to deCmid, and 
on oonviotion djiall be fined not leas 
than $1,000 nor more tiiBB'fl0,000, and 
diallbeimprifeoned for not leaa than 


dhall beeooM or oontane to be membeni 
aii or i n ^ y way connected wHh or con 
oosiad in, any trust, pool, etc., shall 
jointly and severally liable to pay 
«he deMa, obligstloaa and liabililieff 
eaioh and every person u d eorpontiou 
that may become or continue a mraiSer 
thereof, connected therewith or ooneen 
ed therein, as fully as if all were part- 
ners in the creation of raoh debts, obli 
gatiras and lial^tiee." 


The following section makes it the 
duty of the prosecuting attorney in coun 
ties where» trust ia located or has 
principal office to bring suit against the 
corporifttion in any circuit or superior 
coui^ of the county to have its charter 
declared forfeited and wind up the busi 
neaa oC the company or corporation un 
der the order of court. 


Section 6 provides that any person 
corporation iojured or damaged by any 
aooh trust, pool, contract, agreement, 
arrangement or combination may sue 
a ^ recover for in any cotirt of compe- 
t m t jurisdiction d o u l ^ the amount 
daroagse suffered by such person or cor 
poration, and addition thereto a reason 
ble attorney's fee for the prosecution of 
such action. 


The concluding section provides that 
upon the trial "of any civil action 
againot a t ^ corporation, person or co- 
pactnervl^p jCor a violation of any section 
of tibia act, all officers, stockholders and 
agents of this corporation, person or co- 
partnerdiip shall be competent witnesses 
against the defendant on such trial, and 
such officers, stockholders and agents 
may be compelled to testify againstsuch 
defendant and produce all books and 
pi4)6rB in their custotty or control per- 
tinent to the issues in such action, at or 
before the time of trial, and shall not be 
excused from producing any books 
papers because the same might tend 
criminate such witness; but nothing 
which such witness shall testify to, and 
no books or papers produced by him 
shall in any manner be used against 
him in any criminal action to which he 
is a party.

In accordance with the published call 
the representatives of the various build- 
ing and loan associations met at the Cus- 
ter house last night. 


Captain Hettler presided and Mr, 
Otto Herbst was secretary. 
Mr. Hett- 
ler stated the object of the meeting, be- 
ing to defeat a bill introduced by Sena- 
tor-Bfurett, relative to the taxation of 
the association monies. 


There was a general talk, in which 
Captain Hettler and 
Supt. P. S 
O'Bourke led, and finally it was decided 
to appoint a committee to formulate 
petition to the legislature and the fol 
lowing gentlemen were named: 
C 
Hettler, representing Fort Wayne asso- 
ciation; P. S. O'Bourke, same; Otto 
Herbst, representing Nos. 1, 5, Summit 
City, Wayne, Allen and JeflTerson; Her- 
man Scheumann, representing No. 
and W. D. Meyer, representing No. 3. 


The petition, which is carefully con 
structed, approves the present building 
and loan association laws, and asks that 
Senator Barrett's measure be defeated 
on the ground that it would work harm 
to the associations. 


The law of 1887, or present, law 
follows: 


That on or before the first day of June 
of each year, the secretaiy of every build- 
ing, loan and savings association, shall 
file with the auditor of the county in 
which such association was organized, a 
duplicate statement, verified by tiie sec- 
retary, showing the amount paid into 
the association by the shareholders upon 
shares of stock issued by it up to the 
first day ctf April p r e c e ^ g , and then 
outstanding ;~and also the amount loaned 
up to said (¿ite, to shareholders, and 
secured by m o r t f ^ e upon real estate. 
And such auditor shall deliver said 
statement to the proper assessor, who 
shall proceed to assess said association 
for taxation with the amount shown to 
have been paid into said association up 
to said first day of April, upon out- 
standing shares of stock, less the amount 
shown by the statement to have been 
loaned to shareholders upon such mort- 
gage security. 


The.bill proposed by Senator Bairett 
reads this way:

You see by the above provision of the 
bill that it expressly provides that each 
stockholder may deduct the 
^ e b t e ^ 
ness from the amount paid in on his 
stock, and the excecn only is taxable. 
The bill isintendedtpbe, as. it is, dis- 
tinctly in the interest of the poor, men 
who are compelled bjir their necessitiffi 
to 
borrow. 
It is also

to make the rich men who are investing 
their money in and buying stock, re- 
ceiving liberal dividends thereon and dtf 
not borrow to ¡»y taxes once on what 
they own. This the constitution imd

every man should pay taxes on what he 
is actually worth and no more, but 
am also opposed to any principle of 
taxation which permits men' who own 
l a r ^ sums of money without an^ debts 
to invest it in any way which

mit them to escape testation. I am 
formed that a larm number of wealthy 
men throughout tiie state are investin] 
their money in these assodaticiis 'sn< 
under the present law escaping taxation 
They are the men and the only ones 
far as I know Who have read the bill 
who are opposing it. 


The men who have money and 
debts should pay taxes on the money, 
and the men who have a little proper 
covered by a mortgage should be tax< 
only upon the value of the property 
left the amount of the mortgi^. En 
tertaining these views of taxation, I had 
the honor to also introduce senate bill 
No. 251, which provides that every man 
shall be permitt^ to deduct the amount 
of the mortgage upon his property from 
the actual ^ u e of such property. 
Hiis 
latter bill is also for Mie very purpose of 
preventing double taxation. 


I fully appreciate the advantages 
these Building, Loan and Savi: 
ciations and would not do anything to 
injure them, and I feel well assured that 
my bill can have no such efiect. 


I inclose you herewith a copy of the 
bill, which I hope you will do me the 
kindness to publish, so liiat my friends 
ia Fort Wa^r^e may see that the bill has 
been misconstrued.

The most important matter before the 
house this morning was the Curtis bill, 
creating a board of public works to con- 
trol the improvements andthe wator and 
light contracts of Indianapolis. 


The report of the committee, recom- 
mending that "the bill do pass," was 
concurred in by a voto of 51 to 39. Mr. 
Curtis then proposed several an^nd- 
ments, one of which was that the mem- 
bers of the board shall be chosen from 
the two leading politioal parties, and 
another abolished the oflloes of street 
commissioner and <nvil engineer. 
Mr. 
Shambaugh proposed as an amendment 
that no person interested in any con- 
tract with the city shall be-elegible to 
election as a member of the board. The 
amendments were adopted, the bill was 
engrossed, and was made a special order 
for consideration on Fridey afternoon 
at 2^0 o'clock. 


After placing the Curtis bill well on 
its way to passage the house resolved 
itself into a committee of the whole to 
consider the deficiency bUl. 
THie only 
changes reported by the 
committee 
were: Adjutant general's salary from 
$1,400 to $1,200; deputy secretary of 
state, $2,500 to $1,600; secretary's clerk, 
$1,000 to $800;secretary's office expenses, 
$600 
to 
for distribution of books, 
$600 to $250, and deputy auditor and 
settlement clerk's salftfies, $2,600 to $2,- 
300. 
The republicans acquiesed 
in 
these changes, but referred a minority 
report in favor of allowing the audi- 
tor of state $600 per year for '87 and '88 
and $1,000 for expenses of the equaliza- 
tion board. 
The democrats refuse to 
allow this because it was from these 
funds that Auditor Can* paid Robertson 
his salary.

To the Editor of THK SKNTINEI.: 


The criticisms passed upon Senator 
Barrett's bill for the taxation of i>aid-up 
stock of Building and Loan assoinations 
is unjuBt and unfair. 
Under the pres- 
ent law the bon-ower of money i>ays the 
tax, while the member who is a lender 
pays no tax on his money which is out 
at H high, and many times usurious, rate 
of interest, and only pays tax on his 
share of the money on hand and unloan- 
ed. By this discriminating aud unfair 
law the borrower or poor member pays 
the tax on the lender's or rich man's 
money. 


Under the present law the association, 
through its secretary, returns the state- 
ment showing total paid up stock and 
the amount loaned, and the assessor de- 
ducts the amount loaned from the 
amount paid up, aud the difference only 
is taxed; but after the money gets into 
the hands of the poor borrower he is 
taxed upon it as so much money on 
hand. Under the bill of Mr. Barrett, 
each member is charged with a tax on 
the actual money paid in by him, and 
if such member is poor and had to bor- 
i-ow back, he is credited by the deduc- 
tion of the amount of the loan. The 
proposed bill is just, right and humane, 
and the only ones affected injuriously 
are those members who simply join .-iueh 
associations to prey off their less fortu- 
nate members. In other lyerds, if Sen 
ator Barrett's bill beraafies a law the 
poor member wjji' not longer pay the 
rich menibtffs taves, as he now does.

interests

hands will not suffer, but at 
the 
same time he will see to it that no soph- 
istry or falsehood will longer permit the 
wealthier to feed and fatten on the 
weakness or credulity of their present 
victims.

Tho criticisms passed upon Senator 


Barrett's bill for the taxation of paid-up 
stock of Building snd Loan iwmdatiofiri 
is unjnnt and unfair. 
Under the prw- 


ent law Uio liormwer of money payn the 
tax, while the imnnber who is a lender 
imys no tax on his monuy which ia out 
at a high, and many time* um.rim.fi, rate 
of interest, and only pays tax on his 
sliaru of the money on hand and unloau- 
ed. By this discriminating and unfair 
law the borrowur or poor member pay* 
the tax on the lender's or rich man'n 
money. 


Under the present law Ui« association, 


through ita secretary, returns the state- 
ment snowing total paid up stock and 
the amount loaned, and the ansesaor de- 
ducts the amount loaned 
from the 


amount paid up, aud the difference only 
is taxed; but after the money geta into 
the hands of the poor borrower he is 
taxed upon it as no much -money on 
hand. Under the bill of Mr. Barrett, 
each member u charged with a tax on 
the actual money paid in by him, and 
if such member is poor and had to bor- 
row back, he is credited by the deduc- 
tion of the amount of the loan. The 
proposed bill is just, right and humane, 
and the only ones affected injuriously 
are those membern who dimply join SHfch' 
associations to prey off their UJRH fortu- 
nate members. In other wards, if Sen 
fltor Barrett's bill become* .» law the 
poor rnemberjriU not longer pay the 
rich inenih.ii«;|W..,xea. as he now does.
